In malice be children, but in under- 
standing be men. 1 Cor. 14:20. The 
definition for malice is “evil inten- 
tion to injure others.” Malice is kin 
to hate and anger. Anger must be its 
elder brother and hatred its elder sis- 
ter. Hate and anger will commit mur- 
der, but malice does only smaller, 
undermining deeds and will stoop very 
low to injure its neighbor. Some peo- 
ple will seemingly get their feelings 
hurt, and it takes an entire year to 
heal, while with others it never heals. 
They grumble and growl. Everything 
goes wrong. They think the pastor 
preaches at them. They lose interest 
in the church, and prayer services, 
and when they are approached about 
the way they are doing they will say, 
“QO I am not mad, nor angry at any- 
one, neither do I hate anyone, but I 
am not going to pay any tithes where 
that preacher can get them, and I am 
going to use my influence to get an- 
other pastor for next year.” 

Yes, I see, not only do I see, but every 
member ef the Church sees that you 
have malice. You are injuring the pas- 
tor and his family by withholding 
your tithes; you are injuring him by 
showing to others that you are rot 
in harmony with him; you are injur- 
ing the services by withholding your 
presence. You should be there to help 
sing, pray and testify. You are injur- 
ing by whispering your objections to 
different members of the church and 
even to outsiders. You injure the heal- 
ing service, especially when you want 
to be healed. James says, confess your 
faults that you may be healed but you 
will not do it, therefore there is a 
great hindrance to the prayers. Paul 
knew something of human nature, he 
knew that this old stubborn spirit 
would sometimes get hold of God’s 
children. That is why he said, “put 
away malice,” also he said, “in malice 
be children.” Do children hold grudg- 
es, and pout around for days and 
weeks? No, they do not. They some- 
times have a little difference and per- 
haps separate for a short time, but it 
is soon all over. I will give a little 
illustration. When the small boy hail- 
ed his little playmate next door and 
caught up his cap to run out for the 
usual morning together, an older 
member of the family said, teasingly, 
“What! going out to play with him 
again? I thought you quarreled only 
last evening, and were never to have 
anything more to do with each other. 
Funny memory you have!” Jimmy 
looked a little abashed, dug the toe of 
his shoe into the carpet and then 
flashed a satisfied smile as he hurried 
away. “Ho! Roland and me’s good for- 
getters.”—From the Sunday Circle. 

In Malice Be Children 

Jesus says tnat even grown-up folks 
must become as a little child to enter 
Heaven. You had to put away wrath, 
anger and malice before you could get 
the Lord to hear you ®%d save your 
soul. How do you think that you can 
take it up and remain saved? Paul did 
not say that malice would never arise 
among God’s children or that they 
were entirely immune to it, but the ex- 
pression in the text signifies that if it 
should show itself, it should not be 
petted and retained, but that we, like 
the little boys should be good, “for- 
getters.”

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We may not have the tongue of a 
great orator to proclaim this salvation 
unto men and women of this 
tion unto men and women of this 
sinful age, but we may so live and act 
that our lives will PROVE to them the 
reality of our experience. Let us not 
faint by the wayside and give up the 
idea of working for our Master be- 
cause of the fact that we are not able 
to compose and deliver flowery speech- 
es, but let us remember that our ev- 
ery day life speaks louder than words, 
and always bear in mind that “some- 
body is watching you.” 

Sometimes we might get the idea 
that we are only lay members and 
there isn’t much required of us, and 
think, “If I were a minister I would 
be more particular how I act, how I 
speak etc. and would try to put forth 
an effort to do more for the Lord, but 
as I am so unworthy, and such a good- 
for-nothing fellow, there is no need 
for me to try to live the life so exact, 
for no one pays any attention to my 
life; they’re watching the pastor and 
the deacons.” It is true they are 
watching the pastors and the deacons, 
but they are watching your life also. 
Then, how careful we little weak, in- 
significant members should be that no 
one could have occasion to gainsay 
our Christian lives, that we might 
have a good influence. 

We cannot be too careful what we 
Say; how we speak; the tone used in 
speaking etc. for “somebody” is sure 
to be watching our lives; and, when 
we go to church (even if we have got- 
ten forgiveness of the Lord), we do 
not feel like yielding to the Lord, be- 
cause we can think of some little short 
word or sarcastic look we gave some- 
one the past week, and ‘there sits Sis- 
ter A. over there, she knows all about 
it.’ I thank the Lord for a good con- 
science which reminds me of every lit- 
tle thing like this, and I believe no 
one who has a “good” conscience will 
be able to shout over these ‘little 
things’ and pass them by as though 
nothing had ever occurred. Someone 
thinks of it again, then—-your influ- 
ence. 


We should never get our eyes on 
the other fellow and watch his every 
move, and if they make a_ mistake, 
harbor it in our hearts until we Bey 
puzzled (as it were) as to whetmer. 
anyone was really living up 4@ the. 
Standard, but let us remeraber that, 
though someone in whom we had ut- 
most confidence falls, that there is a, 
plan laid down in the Bible whereby;

trembling. We do not have to account 
for other people’s wrong-doings, neith- 
er should we let them come in our 
way to hinder our Christian experi- 
ence.

KILL OUR INFLUENCE AS A 
CHRISTIAN. 

It is a true saying that we are no 
stronger than our weakest point, and 
no matter how great things we may 
undertake for the Lord, if we have 
not overcome in the little things our 
work will be in vain, for remember 
the subject—‘“Influence.” I wonder if 
there could possibly be a way of get- 
ting by that thought? No, positively 
no, you cannot put it behind you and 
hide it from men, but rather it goes 


before you, yes it beats you to your 
destination every time—YOUR IN- 
FLUENCE. 


To have a good influence, means 
that people have confidence in your 
life. They have watched you day after 
day, and find that you are not continu- 
ally making mistakes. We are all sub- 
ject to mistakes, but when we make 
them, we are not expected to repeat 
that same mistake again, but rather 
should profit thereby, and ‘shun the 
very appearance’ of it the next time. 
Nothing will make one feel better than 
to know that he has won the confi- 
dence of the people, then how neces- 
sary that we not betray that confi- 
dence! How can we do this? One good 
way is by holding our temper in check, 
There comes times when the enemy 
tells us that we should ‘take our part,’ 
‘show that we have some backbone’ 
ete., and, he will even make us think 
there is no harm in doing so, if we 
listen to him and humor that idea, 
but listen, when he gets you to speak- 
ing ‘with the bark on’ and your voice 
is raised to a higher pitch than ‘be- 
cometh holiness’ just stop, reverse the 
thing, use your zeal for God and drop 
your voice down to normal and speak 
kind words. I do not consider that a 
person who will continue to let the 
enemy overcome them to the extent 
that they keep up that unkind man- 
ner of speech, (like we had before 
we got salvation) has much zeal. It 
appears to me that they must be very 
weak, or they would stick to the thing 
they profess. If we have put aside the 
‘old man’ and are pretending to live 
free from sin, let’s do it, let’s use our 
zeal in a way that will verify what we 
teach, and put the devil behind us. 
Zeal with knowledge is a wonderful 
thing, and the man who has both will 
accomplish something for God, but a 
miserable failure is the man who has 
zeal without knowledge. Knowledge is 
all right without zeal, but certainly 
is it not all right to have a great de- 
gree of zeal without knowledge.’ We 
need people who will return kindness 
for harshness, and this is the’ only 
kind that will ever be successful if 
influencing sinners to seék salvation. 

Another thing we must remember 
that ‘our disposition’ does not excuse 
us on these things either. What God 
requires of one, He requires df an- 
other. If you haven’t crucified ‘the old 
man’ to the extent that you cannot 
keep from striking back, I would not 
say, “O, that is just my disposition, I 
can’t help speaking that way,” I would 
come honest with the Lord and say, 
“TI was just overcome by the enemy to 
that extent,” then feel of yourself and 
see if your conscience does not con- 
demn you for it. Occasion does not 
permit us to apologize for ‘our disposi- 
tion’ in every case, then—what does 
people think? Ah our influence, how 
valuable—(Name withheld).
